Hamilton Doya Adrift In a Boat on the 
Bay. 

Halfcrd Mercy, the 12-yoar-old son of 
Mr. Andrew Marcy. 107 Bold street, 
Hsmilton, Ont., lost hla life through ex¬ 
posure in ft boat on the bay. He end 
Claude and Ernest Ftewnrt had gone to 
the beaeh eariy in the day on a Radial 
railway ear, and about 4 o'clock had 
Ptarte<l to row back to tbe city In an 
old boat. On thrir wiy toward the city 
they realized tho magnitude of their 
tf.ak and the danger. Tlioy kecftme 
frightened and cold, and finally tliidr 
boat iwrtlftlly filled with wjiter. They 
struggled on despertiUdy till they reach¬ 
ed Hucklf*l>crrr Point, near the smelt¬ 
ing works, but saw no opportunity of 
escape from their predicament. They 
became nlinoat unconsc'ous from exhaus¬ 
tion. In tho evening the Stewart boys 
sreve found in an outbuilding at the 
smeiUng works, the younger •nakwl and 
almost dead. Ills clothes were 
and it was evident that lie had been 
trying to wring the water out of them. 
Tke elder was also In a bad state, and 
was only partially clothed. After noma 
time the pair were revived, when they 
related their story. They >aid tlie Marcy 
boy had gone home on a car. but later 
the unfortunate boy w*as fonnd in the 
i-ottom of tlie boat a corpse. He bad 
died from exposure and frlg'jt.
